Hpspocrates 
wicncſſeth, ſaying, That Urine ss wp whoſs 
ground is white,duly knit aud ſtable, all the 
time that the ſickneſs prevaileth. But Galen 
to ſupply that that is underſtood in this ſay- 
ng,and ſo to makeit perfeR, addeth there- 
to, That it myſt be of colour party golden or 
pale, and of a mean [ubſtance between thick, 
a:d chin. And alfo in theſe things 1s requi- 
red {j1bleneſs, to make ita perfect Urine 
for zhat which is uaftable in any part, in 
that it 1s not perfect. : 
Here were a place to ſpeak of thediffe- 

rence of this changeableneſs or unſtablenelſs, 
tor there is one ſort called ordinary,and an- 
other called un-ordinary, and of both theſe 
are there divers differences, but becauſe they 
cepend of an exacter judgment than un- 
learned men can well attain unto, I over- 
Pais rhem at thistime, and willdeclare the 
otlier differences of Urine, whereby it al-

ticularly. 

And firſt I will begin with the ſubſtance 
of Urine, thewhich ( as1 ſaid before ) isof 
three kinds, thick,thin,and mean. 

A mean Urine is that, that is in the mid- 
dle between extream thick , and extream 
thin. And as it is mean between themin 
ſubſtance, ſo is it mean in fignification, for 
it doth beroken ( of it ſelf ) only good tem- 
perance and health.But the other rwo bero-
